If th e Roosevelt men were 
all powerfu l, th ey cou ld u nseat, a por­ 
tion of th e Henry cou nty delegation, 
wh ich is contested by th e Roosevelt- 
ites, and th u s win in th e convention 
by a safe margin. 
Th e opposite was 
expected t*o h old tru e if th e Taft men 
gained control. 
Th e Sh elby cou nty ch airman de­ 
clared last nigh t th a t h e wanted to 
be fair to both 
sides, and th at h e 
wou ld split th e vote. 
In th at event 
th e Sh elby cou nty delegation wou ld 
stand seven and a h alf to seven and 
a h alf. 
And it was pointed ou t th at 
if Sorden did split th e one vote, th e 
Taft men wou ld be in th e lead, be­

fou r in favor of T a ft; Sh elby cou nty 
seven and a h alf to seven and a h alf; 
Henry cou nty fou rteen to fou r for 
th e president; Hancock cou nty eigh t 
to two for th e ex-president; Wayne 
cou nty eigh teen to eigh t for Roose­ 
velt and Franklin.and Union cou nties 
with solid delegations of seven and 
five respectively for Taft, it was fig­ 
u red th at T aft wou ld h ave a m ajority 
of one vote.

buy on a quality basis only. 
T here is

will be th a t the “case count” system 
will be discarded in the v er^ near fu­ 
tu re and th ere w ill be substituted in 
its p lace the “loss-off” m ethod of buy­ 
ing, says an exchange.

FALSE RETURNS 
ARE SUSPECTED 


State Auditor Going After In­ 


surance Companies. 


EVASION OF TAXES CHARGED 


Thousands of Dollars Said to Be In­ 


volved 
in 
Action 
Which 
Auditor 


O' Brien Is Contemplating 
Against 


Insurance 
Companies 
Doing 
Busi­ 


ness in This State, Some of Which 


Are Said to Be Defrauding the State. 


Indianapolis. 
March 
28. — W. 
H. 
O’Brien, auditor of state, has received 
an opinion from the attorn ey general 
covering two points of law' which he 
believes im portant in the m atter, in 
preparation for an effort to collect in­ 
surance tax es which tfte auditor con­ 
tends has been owing the state for 
several y ears. 
The first point concerns the statute 
of lim itations as concerns insurance 
tax es. The attorney general held that 
under an act of Sept. 19 , 1881, the or­ 
dinary six-year statute of limitations 
does not apply to the insurance tax es 
of the state for more than a quarter 
of a century , and that the auditor can 
go back as far as Sept. 19 , 1875, for the 
collection of back tax es. 
The other point concerned the au­ 
thority of the auditor to effect com­ 
promises in such cases. The attorney 
general held the official had such pow­ 
er. 
Another point, of lesser import­ 
ance, was that the statute of limita 
tion, where it applies generally , only 
begins to run at the time of the dis­ 
covery of fraud. 
It was ex plained in the office of the 
auditor that it has been discovered 
that several insurance companies have 
made false return s on the amount of 
business done in the state, which is 
the basis for the semi-annual pay ­ 
m ent of state tax es by the companies 
Errors have been discovered in other 
instances. Until the auditor has com­ 
pleted his preparations to compel pay 
m ent of tax es he holds due, he declin 
ed to make public the names of the 
insurance companies at fault, or the 
amount he estim ates is due the state 
He said, however, the amount involved 
wrould amount to several thousand dol 
lars.

His Chicago Speech the Colonel 


Pays Particular Attention to Results 


in New York, Indiana and Colorado 


and 
Denounces Taft 
Managers 
in 


Those States in the Bitterest Term s 


He Can Marshal to the Cause. 


Chicago, March 28. — A continuous 
outcry by the colonel and his forces 
against the bosses and a wail against 
their “criminally conducted” primaries 
marked the first day of Roosevelt’s 
wrestern 
campaign 
trip. 
The 
col­ 
onel spent the whole day denouncing 
the men in New York and[ Indiana as 
those who had cheated thé people out 
of their will by the grossest corrup­ 
tion. 
From the start of the day , }ust 
east of Lima, O., through Indiana on 
the train , and then at the packed 
meeting in the Auditorium here last 
night the colonel Inveighed with all 
his power against “the rotten prima­ 
ries and the thieving methods” of the 
opposition. “If they play w-ith marked 
cards, it doesn’t go,” stormed the col­ 
onel in one of his train-end sallies. “If 
the people on a fair vote are against 
me, all right, but I object to being 
cheated out of it by the bosses.” 
‘“In New York,” the colonel said, 
“the bosses did practically the same 
thing as in Indiana. 
By foul means 
they turned a m ajority for me into a 
m ajority for them. W ith all the pow­ 
ers of money and of the organization 
headed by Joe Kealing again st us, w-e 
won a clean m ajority of the delegates 
In Indiana. They threw out close onto 
200 men so as to give them a majority . 
That we don’t stand for.” 


In Full Fighting T rim . 
Colonel Roosevelt himself w-as in 
full fighting trim. 
He was fighting 
mad clear through. 
He threw’ aside 
much of his prepared speech on big 
business and “charter of prosperity ” 
as the main heavy artillery of his Chi­ 
cago address and sailed into a bitter 
and angry attack on the* men back of 
Tuesday ’s New- York prim aries as his 
hammering blow at the Taft forces. 
After finishing quickly w-lth his talk 
on big business at the Auditorium here 
last evening, the colonel opened fire 
on the Taft forces, prefacing his bom 
bardm ent against the prim aries as 
conducted in New York with this: 
ftIs the nomination to be en trusted 
to the represen tatives of political and 
financial privileges, the agents of the 
powers of pillage, the men who, with 
the backing of big crooked business 
work through the lowest kind of polit­ 
ical machinery and count on the si 
lence or support of every new-spaper 
that is ow'ned or controlled directly 
or indirectly responsible to the finan 
cial powers that w-ork in the dark 
ness?” 
He then reiterated his w’ell-know-n 
charge that Mr. Taft’s political for 
tunes were now committed to men at 
this ty pe, naming Tawney , Kealing 
Penrose. Ballinger, Guggenheimer and 
Evans in Colorado; Aldrich in Rhode 
Island, Cox in Ohio, Lorimer in Illi 
nois and Barnes and Koenig in New 
York. 
The colonel’s assault upon the 
Republican machine which made and 
operated New York primaries was de­ 
tailed. 
Recalls the Days of Tweed. 
The election 
machinery 
in 
New 
York w-as used as unscrupulously as 
in the day s of Tweed, he said; “names 
of Roosevelt delegates were left off 
the ballots, ballots wrere misprinted, 
were folded in such a w-ay as to con­ 
fuse the voters, and in numerous in­ 
stances were not delivered to polling 
places until four or five hours after 
the polls had opened, and in some in­ 
stances not before tw-enty minutes or 
a quarter of an hour before closing 
time. 
Our election inspectors were 
removed w-henever it was thought they 
were not w-ith the machine. 
“As I have said, such a primary con­ 
test is not merely a farce, but a crim­ 
inal farce. 
The results in such a pri­ 
mary are in no shape or w-ay repre­ 
sentative of the Republican party and 
have no binding force w-hatever upon 
the Republican party .” 
The colonel 
declared that what had happened in 
New York is substantially what had 
happened In Colorado and Indiana, 
where the will of the people had been 
reversed. 
In urging the people of Illinois to 
get passed the direct presidential pri­ 
mary law which is nowr pending In 
the 
legislature. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
varied his attack upon Presiden t Taft 
by charging that the Taft lieutenants 
in obstructing such law's are only 
following the president’s lead in dis­ 
trustin g the people. 
The colon( 1 charged that the Taft 
forces are try ing to wreck the party . 
“The character of the campaign which 
the chief supporters of Mr. Taft are 
now waging,” he declared, “is such as 
to make it absolutely Impossible that 
they are striving to create a situation 
where the Republican party can win 
at the polls. 
On the con trary the 
methods they are resortin g to are such 
as to make it evident that they are 
deliberately try ing to throw away all 
chance of victory at the polls provided 
only they 
can themselves retain con­ 
trol 
of the machinery within the 
party.”
